Bland Says That One Of the Bills Now

W a s h i n g t o n , 
April 0 —[Special]— 
Mr. Bland said this m orning th a t the 
veto o f the seigniorage bill would re­ 
sult iu a more determ ined effort of the 
silver men and th a t one of the free 
silver bills now before the committee 
would be favorably reported. The advo­ 
cates of the repeal of the tax on state 
bank circulation are preparing 
to 
make an indirect movement for carry­ 
ing their point in the hose. The Braw­ 
ley bill, authorizing the suspension of 
the tax on circulating notes issued by 
state hanks under pressure of the late 
financial crisis, will soon be brought 
before the house, the banking and 
currency committee being practically 
unanimous in its favor. 
As soon as it 
gets under way toward passage Mr 
Cox of Tennessee will try to attach to 
it an am endm ent which will make its 
provisions 
applicable to all 
state 
banks and for an indefinite period. 
This will am ount simply to a repeal of 
the tax. 
The friends of the amend­ 
m ent believe th at they are strong 
enough to carry their point. 
Its ene­ 
mies fear th at the amendment, if it 
carries, will kill the bill on the final 
vote.

“The factis,” said the senator, “th at 
the Pacific is covered with Canadian 
sealing vessels which it will be found 
have sailed in time to evade the pro­ 
visions of the treaty, and the effect of 
th e legislation will be to give the Ca­ 
nadian sealers another year to devas­ 
tate the herd.” 
Senator Davis said the inadequacy 
of the English legislation could have 
no influence upon this country, as it is 
our duty to proceed in our own way to 
‘execute the treaty. 
L o n d o n, April G.— During the debate 
in parliam ent on the passage of the 
Behring sea bill Sir Richard W ebster 
said th at apart from the seal question 
the treaty m arked a distinct advance 
in the settlem ent of international dis­ 
putes.
